The purpose of this information request is to determine why 
the city has restricted commercial construction traffic access 
to the Pier Ave TRUCK ROUTE thereby denying residents 
the benefit the only east/west truck route in the city and the 
benefit of directing heavy construction traffic away from 
densely packed residential areas. 

This is causing commercial construction traffic to use 27th 
Street as the cities main east/west conduit for heavy 
construction truck traffic. 

The relevant text of HBMC 10.12.120 follows: 

10.12.120 Central traffic district—limitations on certain 
freight vehicles. 
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No person shall operate any of the following vehicles in 
the central traffic district between the hours of seven a.m. 
and six p.m. of any day: 

A. ... 

B. Any vehicle carrying building material that has not 
been loaded or is not to be unloaded at some point within 
the central traffic district; 

As it stands HBMC 10.12.120.B restricts construction traffic 
from using the Pier Ave TRUCK ROUTE (see map below) 
between 7am to 6pm seven days a week unless they are 
making deliveries INSIDE the downtown business district. 

Coupled with the cities general construction rules that restrict 
residential and business construction to the hours of 8am- 
6pm weekdays, 9am-5pm Saturday’s, 10am-2pm Sunday’s 
and holidays these ordinances have the effect of forcing this 
heavy construction traffic onto residential streets ill suited to 
handle it from a safety, health and quality of life perspective. 

The current pier Ave truck route is shown below:

Note: Restricting Pier Ave has had a huge impact on the 
available shortest routes for heavy construction traffic. 

This impact is primarily felt on 27th Street a dense 
residential area where houses are far closer to truck traffic 
than would be reasonable for any truck route AND where 
degraded roads, drainage ditches, steep narrow streets, 
narrow telephone pole obstructed sidewalks present unique 
health, safety, quality of life and property valuation impacts. 

Moreover our roads are falling apart because of the heavy 
construction truck traffic on 27th and that clearly and 
undeniably exacerbates aforementioned risks and quality of 
life impacts.
